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Crossrail 


royal visit 
blow for 


protesters

A HIGH-PROFILE visit by the 
Queen to the Bond Street hub of 
the controversial Crossrail 
transport project in the next few 
days has come as a blow to 
campaigners fighting the pro¬ 
posals. 

In a move that is seen as bad news 
for the 10,000 residents who oppose 
the coming of Crossrail to Chelsea, 
the pro-Crossrail lobby is to play its 
ace - by getting The Queen to “en¬ 
dorse” the new underground system. 

She has agreed to visit Crossrail 


Bond Street next Tuesday, February 
23, to see how work is going at the 
station which will be used by 
220,000 passengers per day. 

The engagement is a blow to anti- 
Crossrail campaigners who fear the 
royal visit will be interpreted as an 
endorsement of the project - and it 
comes hard on the heels of Crossrail 
support from almost 50 cultural and 
business leaders of the capital, who 
recently announced their backing for 
the capital’s new rail network. 

Her Majesty’s visit also follows a 
similar Crossrail promotion last year 
by Prime Minister David Cameron 
and London Mayor Boris Johnson, 
who went deep underground to meet 
the tunnelling crew 
and back their work.

L ONDONERS are being asked for 
their views on a major package of 
cycling, pedestrian and road im¬ 
provements, including reducing through 
traffic in Regent’s Park, new cycle links 
between north and south London, a seg¬ 
regated cycle track on the Westway fly¬ 
over and action to speed up many car 
journeys on the A40. 

Detailed proposals in a public consul¬ 
tation which began yesterday would 
allow cyclists to travel on segregated 
tracks or low-traffic roads from Acton 
and Swiss Cottage to central London, 
Elephant & Castle and Canary Wharf, 
opening up vast new areas of London 
for safer cycling. 

Pedestrians would benefit from less 
traffic in Regents Park, created by new 
restrictions to remove most through traf¬ 
fic from the Outer Circle. Motorists 
would still be able to drive to any point 
on the Outer Circle and the Inner Circle 
at all times, but it would be less attrac¬ 
tive for through traffic to use the park as 
a rat-run. 

There would also be a new public 
space at Swiss Cottage created by the re¬ 
moval of the five-lane gyratory. 

The Westway proposals for the A40 
also tackle the traffic pinchpoint at 
Savoy Circus, with new roadspace for 
motorists. This would improve west-

bound journeys by car, which would be¬ 
come quicker than now. 

The Mayor of London, Boris Johnson 
MP, said: “Almost one million more 
Londoners will be given easy access to 
safe cycling routes under these plans. 
That’s vital if we are to meet the chal¬ 
lenge of London’s population boom.” 

The proposals are for a new cycle su¬ 
perhighway route and the extension of 
two cycle superhighway routes currently 
under construction. The extensions, to 
the East-West and North-South super¬ 
highways, were consulted on in princi¬ 
ple and approved by the public in 2014. 
This consultation is on the detail. 


The new route is Cycle Superhigh¬ 
way 11 (CS11), which would run from 
Swiss Cottage to the West End via Av¬ 
enue Road, the Outer Circle of Regent’s 
Park and Portland Place. The proposals 
include the removal of Swiss Cottage 
gyratory and the creation of a new pub¬ 
lic space in front of Swiss Cottage li¬ 
brary. The Outer Circle of Regent’s Park 
would be closed to most through traffic 
with access restrictions at North Gate 
(Macclesfield Bridge), York Gate, Park 
Square East Gate and Park Square West 
Gate, meaning that it would be less at¬ 
tractive to use it as a north-south rat-run 
route. Gloucester, Hanover and Clarence 
Gates would remain open, allowing any¬ 
one to drive to any point on the Outer 
Circle. 

Through traffic would still be al¬ 
lowed, and all gates would be opened to 
vehicles, between 11am and 3pm daily. 
The proposals have been drawn up with 
The Royal Parks and key park stake¬ 
holders in a discussion process lasting 
almost two years. 

South of Regent’s Park, CS11 would 
run on Park Crescent and finish on Port¬ 
land Place near the BBC. The consulta¬ 
tion on this section includes two options 
on Portland Place, for segregated tracks 
or no segregation, which are subject to 
further discussion with Westminster 


City Council. Proposals for the northern 
section of CS11, on the Finchley Road 
north of Swiss Cottage, will be con¬ 
sulted on at a later date. 

The North-South Cycle Superhigh¬ 
way extension would take the existing 
North-South route, which is already 
under construction between Elephant & 
Castle and the City, from its current 
northern terminus at Stonecutter Street 
(just north of Ludgate Circus) to King’s 
Cross. The route from Stonecutter 
Street to King’s Cross was consulted on 
in outline in September 2014, and is 
now being consulted on in detail. Part of 
the route would be on segregated tracks 
on Farringdon Road. Where the road is 
too narrow for segregated tracks, the 
route would use quiet and direct back- 
streets. The new route would link via 
Camden council’s Tavistock Place cycle 
track to Bloomsbury and the West End. 
It would also link, via Camden Town, to 
the new CS11 route using proposed and 
existing segregated tracks along Mid¬ 
land Road, Pancras Road, Royal College 
Street, Pratt Street and Delancey Street 
to join the Outer Circle. 

Once all potential links are complete, 
cyclists would be able to ride from 
Swiss Cottage and Camden Town to Ca¬ 
nary Wharf, Barking or Elephant & Cas¬ 
tle entirely on separated cycle tracks or 


low-traffic streets. The East-West Cycle 
Superhighway extension would take the 
existing route, which is already under 
construction between Tower Hill and 
Craven Road, near Paddington, on to the 
Westway flyover at Westboume Bridge. 
The alignment from Paddington to 
Acton was consulted on in outline in 
September 2014, and is now being con¬ 
sulted on in detail. 

The new cycle track would take up 
one of the six existing traffic lanes on 
the flyover between Westboume Bridge 
and Wood Lane, White City. It would be 
separated from traffic by a concrete bar¬ 
rier topped with a glass panel totalling 
1.8m in height. The flyover is well 
suited to a segregated cycle route be¬ 
cause there are no buses, pedestrians, 
turnings, junctions, parking or kerbside 
loading. The cycle track would continue 
on the surface section of the A40 west 
of Wood Lane as far as Kathleen Av¬ 
enue, with the potential for future high- 
quality link routes to Shepherd’s Bush, 
Harlesden, Wembley, Acton and Ealing 
town centres, the major employment 
centre of Park Royal, and linking the 
new mayoral opportunity area at Old 
Oak Common.

they motivate students to strive 
to better in their own perform¬ 
ance as well as developing re¬ 
silience, perseverance and 
confidence. It was a pleasure to 
see how the students were fo¬ 
cused throughout the presenta¬ 
tion and many stayed behind to 
congratulate her, thank her, and 
even have a picture with her.”

£37,000 hedge will be 
a barrier to pollution

KENSINGTON and Chelsea 
Council has won its bid to grow a 
£37,000 hedge by the Westway 
Trust Sports Centre to protect 
young athletes from air pollution. 

The council was given the money by 
the Greater London Authority and 
Transport for London (TfL) to install a 
“green screen” - a two-metre-high wall 
of ivy - alongside an 80-metre section 
of the Westway’s outdoor sports 
pitches - all with the aim to improve the 
air quality. 

“Once mature it will block a signifi¬ 
cant amount of the pollution coming 


from traffic on the Westway slip road 
that is adjacent to the sports pitches,” 
said a council spokeswoman. 

“A similar screen installed at St Cuth- 
bert with St Matthias School was found 
to block 36 per cent of nitrogen dioxide 
and 40 per cent of particulate material 
pollution originating from the busy 
nearby road.” 

Councillor Tim Ahern, the Royal 
Borough’s cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said “Following the installa¬ 
tion of a green screen at one of our 
primary schools, the council approached 
the Westway Trust with the idea of lo¬ 
cating one alongside the Westway’s out¬ 
door sports pitches. 

“We have spent over a year working 
with both TfL and the Westway Trust to 


get this project off the ground and are 
delighted that it has now been installed - 
and we hope in time sports pitch users 
will benefit from reduced exposure to 
pollutants.” 

Angela McConville, Westway Trust 
chief executive, said: “The local com¬ 
munity have expressed to us a funda¬ 
mental desire to find ways to reduce 
pollution from the Westway, so we’re 
delighted to be a part of this project. 

“It’s great that users of the pitches 
and others will now have greater protec¬ 
tion from emissions from the road. 

“We will continue to work with the 
Royal Borough and TfL on future proj¬ 
ects that will mitigate some of the prob¬ 
lems that come from proximity to a 
major road.” 
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Hope for victims of vets’ hefty bills

BATTERSEA Dogs & Cats 
Home has launched an ur¬ 
gent appeal for funding as 
it struggles with a rush of 
family pets that are being 
given up because of expen¬ 
sive vet bills. 

With a typical vet’s bill now 
around £600, more and more 
families across west London are 
facing the heartbreak of saying 
goodbye to their pets and leav¬ 
ing them at the world-famous 
rescue centre because they can¬ 
not afford treatment or insur¬ 
ance when their animals fall 
sick or are injured. 

Insurers say they are now 
paying out an average of £1.2 
million every day to cover 
claims for vet bills, but insur¬ 
ance has become increasingly 
beyond the budget of many aus¬ 
terity-hit homes across the cap¬ 
ital. 

According to analysts at 
Money Supermarket, treatment 
for a cat hit by a car can be in 
the region of £1,800 and the 
cost of a course of chemother¬ 
apy for a dog with cancer can 
cost £5,000. 

But as more pet owners can 
no longer afford to take their an¬ 
imals to the vet - or afford in¬ 
surance premiums that can be as 
high as £50 a month - their last

resort is to tearfully part with 
their pet at the gates of the Bat¬ 
tersea home. 

“We are seeing more and 
more family pets coming here 
because their owners cannot af¬ 
ford to pay their vet bills,” said 
a Battersea spokesman. 

“With owners finding it in¬ 
creasingly difficult to afford 
their pet’s medical bills, they see 
no alternative other than bring¬ 
ing them to Battersea to be 
treated. It’s very sad because 
these people don’t want to give 
up their pets. With more and 
more animals requiring urgent 


time with our vets, our 18-year- 
old clinic is struggling.” 

Battersea’s clinic, staffed by 
a team of 35 vets and nurses, is 
now performing around 4,700 
operations a year on injured and 
sick animals, many of which 
have been left at the centre by 
grief-stricken owners who have 
no other way of getting medical 
help for their pets. 

A typical example is Blue¬ 
bell, a five-year-old Stafford¬ 
shire Bull Terrier, whose owners 
couldn’t afford the surgery she 
needed on her ears, which were 
causing her a lot of pain. 
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“They were bleeding and 
very irritable, and understand¬ 
ably she wasn’t coping well. 
She underwent major ear recon¬ 
structive surgery at the home, 
which has resolved all of her 
problems,” said the spokesman. 

“Another case was a five- 
year-old Miniature Schnauzer 
who was repeatedly urinating in 
her bedding when she arrived. 
X-rays showed two large stones 
in her bladder, which were im¬ 
mediately removed and were the 
biggest the vets had seen. These 
will have been causing the poor 
dog considerable pain.” 

The spokesman added: “Bat¬ 
tersea aims to never turn away a 
dog or cat in need of help, but to 
be able to cope with the increase 
in medical cases, the home 
needs a new vet hospital to con¬ 
tinue helping all of the dogs and 
cats in its care.” 

Battersea’s Head Vet Shaun 
Opperman, who has been help¬ 
ing sick animals at the home for 
more than 20 years, said: “A 
new and improved vet hospital 
will make a huge difference to 
the level of care our clinic team 
are able to give. 

“At the moment, we have a 
team working in a confined 


space and the new facilities will 
allow us to increase the proce¬ 
dures we perform and provide 
more care to our patients. Now, 
more than ever, we’re seeing 
more complicated cases and 
neglected animals coming in, 
where people can’t afford treat¬ 
ment.” 

But vets have defended them¬ 
selves against claims that their 
fees are “a rip off’. 

Dr Pete Wedderbum, known 
as “Pete The Vet” for his media 
work, said: “The reason why 
vets’ fees are so costly is that 
vets’ costs are high. For every 
£10 you give the vet, around 
£7.50 to £8 goes towards the 
running costs of the vet clinic, 
with the remaining £2 to £2.50 
going to the vet. Outgoings in¬ 
clude drugs, utilities, building 
costs, staff wages, office sup¬ 
plies, continuing education, and 
VAT. 

“Like any business people, 
vets try to keep these costs to a 
minimum, but they do need to 
be covered, and vet clinics only 
have one income source: pet 
owners. 

“Human medical costs are 
perhaps the nearest equivalent 
to veterinary costs, but free 


medical care in the NHS means 
that the public have no appreci¬ 
ation of what’s involved. 

“As an example, a bitch spay 
may seem pricey at £300, while 
the standard cost of a human 
hysterectomy is around £5,000 
when done by a private human 
surgeon. Such comparisons 
make veterinary fees seem like 
ridiculously good value.” 

Battersea’s plans for its new 
£2.4 million dedicated vet hos¬ 
pital will enable the team to help 
even more animals and get them 
into their new homes more 
quickly. 

The new hospital will have 
three operating theatres, allow¬ 
ing over 100 procedures a week, 
a dedicated laboratory and X- 
ray suite to speed up diagnosis 
and treatment, a dedicated den¬ 
tal suite to free up space in the 
operating theatres and spacious 
and sound proof recovery wards 
to keep dogs and cats separate 
and calm, helping speed up their 
recovery time.

Question time puts us 
on the spot sometimes 


S INCE becoming leader 
of the Royal Borough I 
have been trying to make 
the council a bit more open or, 
in the jargon of community 
engagement, “permeable”. 

One of the ways I’ve been 
doing this is through Ask 
Nick, a series of public meet¬ 
ings around the borough at 
which residents can put ques¬ 
tions to me and to the other 
cabinet members present. 

The ninth Ask Nick 9 is on 
Tuesday, February 23. It takes 
place at St Mary The Boltons, 
starting with tea and biscuits at 
6pm and questions getting 
under way at 6.30pm. 

Because the council is re¬ 
sponsible for a lot of services, 
in fact just over 600, it would 
be helpful if people would 
submit their questions in ad¬ 
vance. That way I can gen up 
on issues that are a little un¬ 
usual like, for example, what 
we are doing about the in¬ 
creasing phenomenon of gulls 


ripping open plastic sacks. 

But of course you don’t 
have to; you can just turn up 
on the night and ask away and 
if I don’t know the answer and 
no one else does either, we’ll 
find out and write to you. 

In truth, I can’t really claim 
that I always enjoy Ask Nick 
events. That’s because the 
bowling can sometimes be 
rather fierce, especially when 
subjects like mega-basements 
and a certain transport infra¬ 
structure proposal come up. 
When that happens, I can gen¬ 
erally be relied upon to come 
up with a perfect riposte... but 
sadly not until I’m on the way 
home. 

Much as I am sometimes 
discomfited at Ask Nick 
events, they are necessary, I 
think. Some residents think 
the council is remote, that it 
exists for others and not for 
them. I want to challenge that 
and if I, my cabinet colleagues 
and senior officers turn up in 


their comer of Kensington and 
Chelsea ready to answer their 
questions, surely that will 
help. 

And it is not all one-way 
communication. Usually at 
these events the local commu¬ 
nity police have an informa¬ 
tion stall, as do teams from 
planning, customer services 
and some others too. I know 
that the local bobbies on the 
beat find the events very help¬ 
ful as residents will often raise 
concerns with them directly 
which they can then follow up. 

Not so long ago I tried to 
explain all this to one of our 
graduate trainees and she told 
me that Ask Nick reminded 
her of “the American Town 
Hall tradition”, a form of di¬ 
rect democratic engagement 
which has its roots in 17th 
century New England. 

“Yes indeed,” I bluffed, 
“that tradition was very much 
in our minds.” 

I think she bought it.

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Londoners told: brace yourselves 
for an invasion of the super-rats

RATS as big as cats and 25 of 
them for every man, woman and 
child in London are expected to 
invade the capital this summer, 
pest controllers are warning. 

A plague of 200 million rats - some 
up to two feet long - is expected to 
infest all areas of the 
city, thanks to the 
mild winter. 


Experts say the rats could pose “a 
significant risk to public health”. 

The unseasonable weather has al¬ 
lowed for a huge surge in the numbers 
of the rodents - which have doubled in 
size in recent years after developing re¬ 
sistance to shop poisons, which instead 
of killing them has bulked them out. 

The warning of the invasion of the 
super-rats has come from the British 
Pest Control Association. 

It says many more rats than usual 
will be about this 



summer because milder temperatures 
has led to more food available. 

Simon Forrester, chief executive of 
the BPCA, said: “Reports of poison-re¬ 
sistant rats have been increasing in re¬ 
cent years and it seems likely that 
there’ll be a further surge in numbers. 

“The trouble is that people who try 
to treat problems themselves are likely 
to be making the problem worse. 

“The rodents have become resistant 
and, in some cases, immune to off-the- 
shelf poisons to the point where they’re 
actually feeding off the toxic pellets, 
which means their size and strength is 
increasing. 

“Stronger rodenticides can be more 
effective, but most are subject to strict 
legislation and must only be used by 
professional pest controllers. So it has 
become very important to make sure 
infestations are treated by experts in 
the field.” 

He added: “Normal rats are 
being killed off by poison, so 
these resistant species are tak¬ 
ing their place. 

“It’s only natural that their 
numbers are expanding and 
there could be a signif¬ 


icant risk to public health if their pop¬ 
ulation is left unchecked. 

“Rats must be dealt with by a profes¬ 
sional pest controller who knows the 
area in question and their likely habitat, 
and knows how to treat any particular 
strain.” 

The feared invasion comes 350 years 
after The Great Plague, when rat fleas 
infected with the bubonic bacterium 
killed more than 100,000 people, al¬ 
most a quarter of London’s then popu¬ 
lation. The plague caused King Charles 
II and his court to flee the city, along 
with many merchants and profession¬ 
als. 

Daniel Defoe recorded at the time: 
“Nothing was to be seen but wagons 
and carts, with goods, women, ser¬ 
vants, children, coaches filled with 
people of the better sort, and horsemen 
attending them, and all hurrying away.” 

At the height of the year-long 
plague, 7,000 Londoners were dying a 
week as cart-drivers toured the city 
chanting “bring out your dead” to take 
away the bodies, which were also 
stacked up outside the walls of houses. 

Last year an outbreak of the bubonic 
plague in the USA infected 12 people 
in six states and killed four. Around 
three million Americans visit the UK 
each year. 


PCs sacked 
after death 

TWO police constables have been 
dismissed from the Metropolitan 
Police for gross misconduct 
following the death of a 17-year- 
old who was punched at a party. 

PC Claire Derbyshire and PC 
Peter Cruise "failed to ascertain 
the victim was 17 years old and 
that other young men were at the 
scene who had been drinking 
with juveniles," the force said. 

Both officers "knowingly made 
misleading and inaccurate reports 
of the outcome," police added. 

George Verrier died in 
September 2013 - the day after a 
punch caused him to fall to the 
ground and hit his head on the 
road in Bromley. 

The "healthy, funny and 
intelligent young man" was briefly 
unconscious before going home 
with a friend and sleeping, but 
was taken to hospital when he 
could not be roused the next day. 

A post-mortem examination 
showed that the impact with the 
road had caused a skull fracture 
and bleeding from an injured 
artery. 

The pair had faced a public 
misconduct hearing for breach of 
standards of professional 
behaviour, relating to honesty 
and integrity, duties and 
responsibilities and discreditable 
conduct. 

The panel found cases against 
both officers to be proven 
following a four-day hearing. 


Capital plan to help young 
people escape gang culture 


LONDON’S mayor Boris 
Johnson has launched the capi¬ 
tal’s first city-wide programme 
to help vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple turn their backs on gangs 
and transform their lives. 

Under the new £1.5million 
London Gang Exit programme, 
any young Londoner identified 
as either a gang member or vul¬ 
nerable to being exploited or 
recruited by gangs could be re¬ 
ferred to receive intensive spe¬ 
cialist support from trained 
mentors. 

This could range from pro¬ 
fessional mental health or sub¬ 
stance misuse support, to help 
in finding a job, or a new home. 
Young people can be referred 
by teachers, police officers, 
care workers, and bodies such 
as the prison and probation 
services. 

Almost half of young Lon¬ 
doners in a recent survey said 
gangs, or groups of people 
hanging around, make them 
feel the most unsafe in the city, 
with 11 per cent of those ques¬ 
tioned saying they feel under 
pressure to join a gang. 

The mayor’s office said: 
“This comprehensive new ap¬ 
proach will offer young people 
a path out of these gang net¬ 
works, while driving down 
crime and victimisation in the 
capital.” 

Mr Johnson said: “I want 
every young Londoner to be 
able to feel safe on our city’s 
streets, and since 2012, we’ve 


made huge progress in driving 
down gang crime. But there is 
still more to be done and this 
new London-wide service will 
give young people involved in 
or at risk from gangs the 
chance to turn their backs on 
violence and crime and trans¬ 
form their lives.” 

For Temi Lateef, a former 
gang member in his 20s, said a 
spell in prison gave him the op¬ 
portunity to access these serv¬ 
ices and turn his life around. 
He was referred to the criminal 
justice charity Only Connect, a 
partner in the London Gang 
Exit service. 

His rehabilitation led to him 
wanting to help others in the 
same way, and he now works 
with Only Connect as a front¬ 
line co-ordinator in the same 
London communities in which 
he grew up. 

Temi said: “For many of the 
young people growing up in 
London, gangs offer networks 
and an opportunity to earn 
money. It’s important that any 
services working with these 
young people offer a positive 
alternative; a supportive com¬ 
munity and pathways to legiti¬ 
mate employment. Only 
Connect helped me to become 
a success, and now the London 
Gang Exit service will help 
young people all over our city 
build positive futures for them¬ 
selves.” 

The deputy mayor for polic¬ 
ing and crime Stephen Green- 


halgh went to meet Temi and 
hear his story. 

He said: “Gang crime is 
falling, but we know that stop¬ 
ping it completely is about 
more than just policing - we 
also need to help those who 
want to exit gangs and leave vi¬ 
olence behind. We want to see 
this kind of support available 
across London and this new 
programme provides a consis¬ 
tent service to every comer of 
the capital for the first time. By 
working in partnership, we can 
give the right support to young 
Londoners whatever their need, 
helping them away from crime 
and towards a better, brighter 
future.” 

The new scheme is fully 
funded until October 2017, 
with £1 million from the 
Mayor’s Office for Policing 
And Crime and £500,000 from 
the London Community Reha¬ 
bilitation Company. It is the 
first programme of its kind to 
operate across the entire city. 
Around 300 young people aged 
16-24 will be able to access the 
programme each year. 

Helga Swidenbank, director 
of probation at the London 
Community Rehabilitation 
Company said: “The Gang Exit 
programme is a ground-break¬ 
ing initiative that will change 
lives right across London, and 
help gang members and vic¬ 
tims escape a dangerous 
lifestyle that can be fatal in 
some cases.” 
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Capital’s latest house price hike 
spells more gloom for first timers

LONDON home owners 
have seen the value of their 
property grow by an aver¬ 
age of more than £1,000 a 
month in the last year - 
making those without their 
own home lose hope of 
ever having one, says a 
leading charity. 

According to Land Registry 
statistics, house prices have 
risen by 12.4 per cent (£56,547) 
in the last year and a 2.1 per 
cent monthly increase since 
November. 

The average house price in 
London is now £514,097, with 
home-owners having seen an 
increase of £4,700 every 
month. 

But Campbell Robb, the 
chief executive of homeless¬ 


ness charity Shelter, said the 
rising market presents a dire 
prospect for those who aspire to 
own their own home. 

“With house prices in the 
capital rising rapidly every 
year, it’s no wonder that so 
many Londoners are losing 
hope of ever being able to get a 
foot on the housing ladder,” 
said Mr Robb. 

“Sadly, current Government 
schemes, like so-called afford¬ 
able starter homes costing up to 
£450,000, will continue to 
leave people on typical incomes 
stuck in expensive and unstable 
private renting, and unable to 
save for the future. 

“With the mayoral election 
coming up, it’s essential that all 
the candidates commit to build¬ 
ing the homes London needs - 
homes that Londoners on low 
and average wages can actually 
afford to rent or buy.” 


Zac Goldsmith, the Conser¬ 
vative candidate to replace 
Boris Johnson as mayor, has 
pledged to double home build¬ 
ing to 50,000 a year by 2020, to 
ensure Londoners and not out¬ 
siders are given the first chance 
to buy new homes and that “a 
significant proportion” of all 
new homes are only for rent 
and not for sale. 

Sadiq Khan, the Labour can¬ 
didate, has vowed to build even 
more homes than Mr Gold¬ 
smith. 

“The Tory mayor has failed 
to invest £400 million of his af¬ 
fordable homes budget. I will 
use this and support housing as¬ 
sociations in their plans to en¬ 
sure a minimum of 80,000 new 
homes a year,” he said. 

“I will also bring forward 
more land owned by public 
bodies like Transport for Lon¬ 
don and use the mayor’s new 


homes team to develop that 
land. This will enable more 
homes to be built where they 
are needed, rather than where 
developers think they can make 
the most money. 

“I will set a target for 50 per 
cent of all new homes in Lon¬ 
don to be genuinely affordable, 
and use mayoral powers and 
land to stop ‘buy-to-leave’ and 
to give ‘first dibs’ to first-time 
buyers and local tenants. I will 
also end the scandal of thou¬ 
sands of homes in new develop¬ 
ments being sold off-plan to 
overseas investors each year. 

“This election is a referen¬ 
dum on housing. For too long 
the Tories have failed to address 
the housing crisis gripping our 
city. 

“ Too many are spending too 
much on rent and are unable to 
buy their own home. I will de¬ 
liver more affordable homes.”

Cashback call 
for late trains 

LONDON rail passenegers 
should get compensation 
payouts if trains are late by 15 
minutes or more, MPs were told 
this week. 

Tom Brake, MP for Carshalton 
and Wallington, is calling for 
the compensation scheme for 
delayed trains to be made 
more generous. 

He told the Commons: "How 
does it make sense that 
passengers only get partial 
compensation for a journey 
that normally takes 30-45 
minute into central London, if 
their journey is delayed by 30 
minutes or more? That's a delay 
equivalent to the total length 
of the journey. 

"I am proposing 50 per cent 
compensation of a single fare 
to be made available for a delay 
of 15-29 minutes, with 100 per 
cent compensation offered for 
delays of 30 minutes or more." 

The Liberal Democrat MP 
added that for many stressed 
commuters their journey to 
work was a "soul-destroying 
struggle". 

He also demanded that 
railway operators should better 
publicise compensation 
schemes. 

Cards a must 
for cab fares 

TRANSPORT for London bosses 
say every London taxi must be 
able to accept card payments 
for their fares by October this 
year. 

The move was approved 
following a consultation in 
which TfL say 86 per cent of 
respondents backed the move. 

Cash has always been the 
standard method of payment 
in London's 22,500 licensed 
taxis but around half of all cab 
drivers now accept card 
payments. By requiring cards to 
be accepted in all black cabs, 
taking a cab is said to be even 
easier for Londoners and 
visitors. 

Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, said: "It's great news 
that with a quick swipe of a 
card, millions of passengers will 
be able to pay for their 
journeys in London's iconic 
black cabs. It's an essential part 
of modern life and it'll make 
paying for your journey swifter 
and simpler than ever before." 

Man dies in 
bike accident 

A PEDESTRIAN has been killed 
after being involved in 
anaccident with a motorbike in 
Harlington, near Heathrow. 

Police say they were called to 
Bath Road at around 9.45pm on 
Wednesday, February 3, to a 
collision between a motorbike 
and a pedestrian. 

The pedestrian, who was 
described by police as a 58- 
year-old man, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The rider of the motorbike, a 
37-year-old man, was taken to 
hospital where his condition 
was described as serious but 
stable.

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Court fines window company £36,000 for 
putting lives of workers and public at risk

A COMPANY which man¬ 
ufactured and installed 
windows has been fined 
£36,000 after carrying out 
work in the West End with 
no measures to prevent the 
risk of workers falling eight 
metres - and after dropping 
part of a window onto the 
public area below. 

Westminster Magistrates’ 

Court heard Ideal Glazing 
(Euro) Ltd carried out window 
installation work at Aldford 
House, Park Street, between 
January 19 and 20,2015 that put 
their workers and members of 
the public at risk of suffering se¬ 
rious injuries or a fatality. 

The Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive carried out an investiga¬ 
tion into the work after a 
member of the public provided 
photographs of workers leaning 
out of window openings eight 
metres above the ground. 

They also provided the HSE 
investigation with a video 
showing the workers dropping

the ground and missed a nearby 
pedestrian. 

The HSE said the company 
had failed to provide equipment 
such as scaffolding which 
would have prevented the work¬ 
ers and window falling. None of 
the workers had received any 
formal training and no one was 
appointed to supervise the work, 
the HSE said. The risks associ¬ 
ated with the work had not been 
sufficiently assessed. The court 
heard the company had failed to 
invest in equipment for working 
at height and had a health and 
management system which re¬ 
lied entirely on the company’s 
managing director, Mr Rashinda 
Joshi, despite his lack of rele¬ 
vant training and experience. 

The work at Aldford House 
was halted when HSE served a 
prohibition notice. The court 
heard the company had previ¬ 
ously been given advice by HSE 
in connection with work at 
height and that an audit by Ideal 
Glazing’s bank had previously 
identified a range of relevant 
health and safety failings. The 
court heard that neither written 
warning was heeded by the 
firm. 


Ideal Glazing (Euro) Ltd of 
29, The Green, Southall, Mid¬ 
dlesex, pleaded guilty to 
breaches of Regulation 6(3) and 
10(1) of the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005 and was fined 
£36,000 and ordered to pay 
£1,386 in costs. 

HSE inspector Andrew Ver- 
rall-Withers said after the hear¬ 
ing: “Ideal Glazing (Euro) Ltd 
put the lives of workers and 
members of the public at risk. 
People should be able to walk 
down a pavement without being 
exposed to the risk of a heavy 
window falling eight-metres 
onto them. The company’s stan¬ 
dards were appalling, and this 
was particularly unacceptable as 
previous warnings had been bla¬ 
tantly disregarded. 

“This is a case where equip¬ 
ment such as scaffolding was 
not provided. It’s vital that law 
abiding companies have confi¬ 
dence they will not lose work to 
others who underquote them be¬ 
cause they take shortcuts at the 
expense of safety. Thanks to the 
member of the public who 
alerted us, we were able to 
avoid the workers or any pedes¬ 
trians being injured or killed.” 


T IME and again when we 
ask people what they 
want Westway Trust to 
work on they tell us that the en¬ 
vironment is one of their main 
concerns. 

It’s not hard to see why, when 
according to government figures 
the Royal Borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea is, along with 
Westminster, the most polluted 
part of the country and the West¬ 
way itself is one of the 50 most 
polluting roads in the UK. One 
in 12 deaths in the Royal Bor¬ 
ough is attributable to pollution 
from diesel engines and a local 
citizen science project found 
that nitrogen dioxide levels near 
the Westway were above EU 
safety levels. Experts advise us 
to avoid walking down busy 
roads, as even a few streets’ dis¬ 
tance makes a difference to pol¬ 
lution levels, but when you live 
in the shadow of a motorway it’s 
almost impossible not to feel its 
effects. 

Of course it’s not just the neg¬ 
ative effects of pollution that has 
us thinking about the environ¬ 
ment but also the many advan¬ 
tages of greener urban 
environments. The ‘Place Sur¬ 
vey’ showed that 87 per cent had 
visited a local green space in the 
last year, much more than had 
visited arts venues and accord¬ 
ing to another study the health 
benefits of green spaces include 
reduced health inequalities, im¬ 
proved mental health for people 
in every age group, and reduced 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 

Given all this information 
Westway Trust has been looking 
at what options exist for us to in¬ 
crease access to green space and 
reduce pollution given the space 
constraints we face and the ever 
present road above us. 

I think there are two ways we 
can get involved here. The first

is direct initiatives to make the 
area greener and to capture pol¬ 
lution that comes from the mo¬ 
torway and on a daily basis, by 
constantly improving our ap¬ 
proach to maintenance. With 
that in mind we will be applying 
to three charitable trusts and 
foundations - City Bridge Trust, 
Western Riverside Environmen¬ 
tal Fund and Esmee Fairbaim 
Foundation - for funding to find 
innovative new ways of adding 
greenery to the Westway estate, 
enhance local biodiversity and 
counter the damaging effects of 
pollution and I hope we’ll be 
able to announce the results of 
those applications soon. We are 
not starting from scratch. In 
2014 we commissioned a biodi¬ 
versity study to analyse the 
ecosystem and biodiversity of 
the estate, which praises our ef¬ 
forts to create well planted green 
spaces. We have an expert team 
in place to manage and maintain 
the estate. They know the North 
Kensington area intimately; they 
walk the site daily and recently 
won an award from the London 
Gardens Society and Brighter 
Kensington and Chelsea at the 
Royal Borough’s annual horti¬ 
cultural competition. 


As we look at updating pro¬ 
posals for improving the area of 
the estate that sits near Porto- 
bello Road we are incorporating 
community wishes for more 
green and public spaces, and for 
opening those spaces up to more 
people more of the time. Any 
building work we undertake will 
conform to strict regulations on 
sustainability, updating current 
environmentally wasteful 
spaces and addressing noise pol¬ 
lution issues. 

We also have to recognise 
that there are things that are out 
of our direct control. We don’t 
control the motorway, the traffic 
on it or the pollutants it puts out 
into the area. In these circum¬ 
stances we are in an excellent 
position to use our place in the 
community to campaign for 
greater protection for the people 
around us. I recently gave the 
new Transport for London Com¬ 
missioner (TfL), Mike Brown, a 
tour of the estate and he recon¬ 
firmed his commitments to the 
area. I’ve asked him to let me 
know if the recently introduced 
average speed monitoring on the 
Westway has had any impact on 
emissions and will be following 
up any findings. We’ve also 
worked with TfL and the Royal 
Borough to put a section of 
green screen between the motor¬ 
way and one of the worst af¬ 
fected parts of the Westway 
sports facilities. I hope that we’ll 
be able to create more initiatives 
like this in future. 

There is much important 
work we can do to make the area 
greener, healthier and more 
inviting but a big role we can 
play is as a champion for the 
community. After all, who better 
to argue the case for less pollu¬ 
tion than an organisation that 
calls a major roadway ‘the 
roof’?

LONDONERS can now have 
their say on plans to create a 
brand new part of the capital at 
Old Oak and Park Royal. 

Old Oak is set to become 
home to a High Speed 2 and 
Crossrail station by 2026. It will 
be one of the largest new sta¬ 
tions built in the UK, handling 
250,000 passengers a day. 

London mayor Boris John¬ 
son believes this could act as a 
springboard to deliver 25,500 
new homes and up to 65,000 
jobs at both Old Oak and the 
adjoining Park Royal industrial 
estate. 

Last year, Mr Johnson 
launched the Old Oak and Park 
Royal Development Corpora¬ 
tion to drive forward the regen¬ 
eration of the area. 

The OPDC has now issued 
for consultation its Local Plan, 
which sets out the mayor’s vi¬ 
sion for the area and the guide¬ 
lines for how the site will 
develop over time. 

The plan includes details of 
how the area will be trans¬ 
formed, details of distinctive 
parts of the regeneration site 
and planning policies for future 
development. 

This consultation runs until 
March 31 and is the first oppor¬ 
tunity for the public to help 
shape the future of Old Oak and 
Park Royal. There are a range 
of ways in which you can find 
out about the plan and provide 
comments - at face-to-face 
workshops, online and by email 
and post. 

Sir Edward Lister, deputy 
mayor for planning and chair¬ 
man of OPDC said: “This is the 
first opportunity that west Lon¬ 
don residents and businesses 
have to contribute to the look 
and feel of the future Old Oak 
and Park Royal. With so much 
change planned it is vital that 
we receive the views of the 
local community so we can cre¬ 
ate an unrivalled new part of 
London.” 


Victoria Hills, OPDC chief 
executive officer said: “This 
consultation offers the perfect 
opportunity for local communi¬ 
ties and Londoners to get in¬ 
volved and help shape their 
neighbourhood and city, the 
place they live and work in. 

“By sharing their views at 
such an early stage in this 30 
plus years project they really 
can help to shape the transfor¬ 
mation of this part of west Lon¬ 
don.” 

Amanda S outer, OPDC 
board member and community 
champion, and local resident 
said: “This is one of the biggest 
property developments in the 
UK in our lifetime. Plans for 
25,500 news homes and 65,000 
new jobs created right on our 
doorstep. 

“Our world around us is 
changing and OPDC’s Local 
Plan will present a combination 
of exciting opportunities for 
residents and also some impacts 
that we may want to change. It 
is important we get involved 
and help shape our own future.” 

OPDC will analyse all com¬ 
ments received and use them to 
inform the next version of the 
Local Plan which will be con¬ 
sulted on in autumn 2016. It is 
expected that it will be fully 
adopted in 2017.

Campaign to reconnect ‘missing’ 800,000 voters 


PEOPLE across west London 
are being urged to make sure 
they are registered to vote after 
changes to the rules were said 
to have excluded 800,000 from 
the electoral register. 

MPs, among them Hammer¬ 
smith’s Andy Slaughter, criti¬ 
cised the government after it 
emerged that a Conservative- 
inspired shake-up of the elec¬ 
toral registration system may 
have led to thousands of voters 
in his constituency dropping off 
the register. 

A new system of “individual 
sign-ups” means thousands of 
voters are no longer on the lists. 


Mr Slaughter told a London 
news website: “These ill 
thought out and rushed changes 
to the electoral registration sys¬ 
tem mean that thousands of vot¬ 
ers in Hammersmith have fallen 
off the register and may not 
even realise it. 

“This is very troubling as we 
have the huge London mayoral 
elections coming up soon on 
May 5.” 

The Labour MP, the Shadow 
Minister for Human Rights, 
added: “Londoners also have a 
massive choice as to whether to 
remain part of the European 
Union or not. That’s why to 


mark this week’s National 
Voter Registration Drive I am 
urging everyone to check that 
are you registered to vote.” 

The government previously 
defended the decision to fi¬ 
nalise the individual electoral 
registration (IER) change in 
time for polls in May this year, 
saying it would remove “phan¬ 
tom voters” and reduce elec¬ 
toral fraud. 

But analysis carried out by 
the Labour Party revealed the 
high figures of voters that have 
been left off, with university 
areas to be prime places for par¬ 
ticularly high drop-off rates. 


Labour’s Shadow Minister 
for Young People and Voter 
Registration, MP Gloria De 
Piero, has written to Minister 
John Penrose to urge the gov¬ 
ernment make it a priority stu¬ 
dents are given the opportunity 
to register to vote upon enrol¬ 
ment. 

She said: “About 800,000 
people are missing from the 
electoral register. 

“The government ignored in¬ 
dependent warnings not to rush 
through individual electoral 
registration (IER), and now it 
appears that students are a ca¬ 
sualty of their hasty changes.” 


In her letter, she said educa¬ 
tional institutions should follow 
the lead of Sheffield Univer¬ 
sity’s opt-in initiative, where 67 
per cent of students were regis¬ 
tered. 

She wrote: “I write to you 
today to call for official guid¬ 
ance to be issued to every vice 
chancellor in the country about 
how they can adopt the 
Sheffield model in their univer¬ 
sities for next year’s enrol¬ 
ment.”

Light at end 
of the Tube 

PROPOSALS for London's tube 
network to begin running all 
night have received amajor 
boost after one of the main 
unions representing staff 
decided to recommend to its 
members the latest pay and 
conditions offer from London 
Underground. 

The executive of the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport (RMT) 
union reported that it would be 
"conducting a referendum 
ballot of members across 
London Underground over the 
latest offer from the company 
on pay and night tube. The 
ballot will open on 11 February 
and the union executive is 
recommending acceptance of 
the offer". 

The offer includes a four-year 
pay deal of above-inflation rises 
as well as a £500 bonus. 

London mayor Boris Johnson 
unveiled initial plans for a 24- 
hour Underground transport 
service in November 2013, with 
a proposed start date of 
September last year. However, 
the project has been delayed 
by disputes over associated 
pay, rosters and conditions, 
culminating in the first all-out 
tube strike since 2002 in July 
last year. 

The issue is complicated by 
the fact that four unions are 
involved. As well as the RMT 
there is Aslef, which represents 
train drivers, the mainly white- 
collar Transport Salaried Staffs 
Association (TSSA), and Unite, 
which represents about 600 
tube maintenance staff. 

History tale

THE National Folk Orchestra of 
Ireland will play in the UK for 
the first time on Friday, March 
4, at the Barbican Hall, 
performing the premiere of 
Macalla 7976 by acclaimed 
Irish composer Michael Rooney. 

Macalla 1916 is a new suite 
of music commissioned by 
Comhaltas Ceoltoiri Eireann to 
mark the centenary of the 
Easter Rising. The events of 
1916 played a pivotal role in 
the birth of Ireland as a modern 
nation and Macalla 1916 will 
reflect on these events, the 
history leading up to the 
uprising and how Ireland has 
developed since, as well as 
celebrating the cultural and 
musical traditions of Ireland 
today.

Job market inequality fears

WHILE London has more 
jobs than ever before, the 
capital’s economy faces a 
unique set of challenges 
resulting from the loss of 
mid-skilled employment 
opportunities and slowing 
productivity gains. 

That’s the view of the Lon¬ 
don Assembly Economy Com¬ 
mittee, which published a 
report, The Hourglass Econ¬ 
omy: An Analysis Of London’s 
Labour Market. 

The report says the labour 
market has become ‘hollowed 
out’ - with a 13 per cent decline 


in the proportion of mid-skilled 
jobs (skilled administrative, 
manufacturing and trade jobs), 
meaning there are fewer oppor¬ 
tunities for progression out of 
low pay. 

Productivity rates have 
grown at a slower rate than the 
rest of the UK, largely as a re¬ 
sult of the skills shortage in 
London’s labour market. 

The proportion of jobs in 
London paying less than the 
London living wage has in¬ 
creased by 54 per cent since 
2008, with one in five jobs in 
2015 now paying less than the 
London living wage. 

The proportion of people 
employed on part-time and 
temporary contracts has in¬ 


creased from 25 per cent to 29 
per cent since 2008. And in¬ 
work poverty is rising: 57 per 
cent of Londoners in poverty 
are in working families. 

The report explores the state 
of London’s economy since the 
2008 financial crisis. It makes 
a number of recommendations, 
including: 

■ The next mayor should con¬ 
tinue to promote the London 
living wage, with an ambition 
for all large multinationals to 
pay the London living wage 
over the next two years. 

■ The next mayor and the Lon¬ 
don Enterprise Panel should 
work to ensure that London’s 
apprenticeships programme 
better provides the skills 


needed for London’s key 
growth sectors. 

■ The next mayor should call 
for all job advertisements to in¬ 
clude contract and pay details 
in order to improve trans¬ 
parency and to encourage more 
firms to adopt fairer pay and 
conditions. 

■ The next mayor should es¬ 
tablish a working group to look 
at low-pay sectors, such as re¬ 
tail and hospitality, and to look 
at ways in which organisations 
can improve their contractual 
arrangements and working 
practices. 

Fiona Twycross AM, chair 
of the economy committee, 
said: “Despite the positive 
headline economic figures, for 


many who keep this city run¬ 
ning, working conditions are 
tough, with low-pay and inse¬ 
cure contracts. 

“This report shows that since 
2008 London has become in¬ 
creasingly polarised, with low 
pay, the erosion of mid-skilled 
jobs and a growing skills gap 
entrenching the inequalities in 
London’s labour market. 

“As London’s economy sees 
growth, employers shouldn’t 
have to reduce hours, use zero- 
hour contracts or freeze pay to 
protect jobs. We need stable, 
well-paid and good quality jobs 
in the capital. Londoners de¬ 
serve to live and work securely, 
without fear of working 
poverty.” 


University to

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Crossrail visit sees 
observers ask: is 
Queen on track to 
reduce workload?

BAD news for Felicity Kendal 
and the 10,000 other residents 
who are fighting against the 
coming of Crossrail to Chelsea, 
the pro-Crossrail lobby is to play 
its ace next week - by getting 
The Queen to “endorse” the new 
underground system. 

Although Her Majesty was not 
previously known to be an en¬ 
thusiast for the mechanics of 
deep tunnel boring, she has 
agreed to visit Crossrail Bond 
Street next Tuesday, February 
23, to see how work is going at 
the station which will be used by 
220,000 passengers per day. 

The engagement is a blow to 
anti-Crossrail campaigners as 
there is nothing that more sets 
the seal of approval on anything 
than a royal visit, especially one 
by The Queen herself, and it 


comes on the heels of pro-Cross- 
rail endorsement by almost 50 
cultural and business leaders of 
the capital, who recently an¬ 
nounced their backing for the 
capital’s new rail network. 

Her Majesty’s visit also fol¬ 
lows a similar Crossrail promo¬ 
tion last year by Prime Minister 
David Cameron and London 
Mayor Boris Johnson, who went 
deep underground to meet the 
tunnelling crew - although royal 
fashion-watchers hope that The 
Queen will not be forced to wear 
the same ludicrous-looking or¬ 
ange safety outfits as that pair 
donned for the occasion. 

The visit comes at a time 
when The Queen is reported to 
be reducing her workload as she 
approaches her 90th birthday. 

Currently The Queen is patron 
of 628 organisations and is kept 
busy dawn to dusk dealing with 
playing her important part in 


their affairs. Hers is a workload 
that would tax the lesser de¬ 
mands put upon any Government 
Minister or corporate CEO, let 
alone a pensioner. 

“The Queen’s working day be¬ 
gins like many people’s - at her 
desk,” said Buckingham Palace. 

“After scanning the daily 
British newspapers, The Queen 
reviews her correspondence. 
Every day, 200-300, and some¬ 
times many more, letters from 
the public arrive. The Queen 
chooses a selection to read her¬ 
self and tells members of her 
staff how she would like them to 
be answered. 

“This enables Her Majesty 
personally to see a typical cross- 
section of her daily correspon¬ 
dence. Virtually every letter is 
answered by staff in her Private 
Secretary’s office or by a lady- 
in-waiting. The Queen will then 
see, separately, two of her private 


secretaries with the daily quota 
of official papers and docu¬ 
ments. This process takes up¬ 
wards of an hour. 

“Every day of every year, 
wherever she is, The Queen re¬ 
ceives from Government Min¬ 
isters, and from her 
representatives in the Com¬ 
monwealth and foreign coun¬ 
tries, information in the form of 
policy papers, Cabinet docu¬ 
ments, telegrams, letters and 
other State papers. 

“These are sent up to her by 
the private secretaries in the fa¬ 
mous ‘red boxes’. All of these 
papers have to be read and, 
where necessary, approved and 
signed. A series of official 
meetings or ‘audiences’ will 
often follow. The Queen will 
see a number of important peo¬ 
ple. These include overseas 
ambassadors and high commis¬ 
sioners, newly appointed 
British ambassadors, senior 
members of the British and 
Commonwealth Armed Forces 
on their appointment and re¬ 
tirement, and English bishops 
and judges on their appoint¬ 
ment. 

“Each meeting usually lasts 
10 to 20 minutes, and usually 
The Queen and her visitor meet 
alone. The Queen may also 
meet a number of people who 
have won prizes or awards in a 
variety of fields such as litera¬ 
ture or science, to present them 
individually with their prize. 

“If there is an Investiture, it 
begins at 11am and lasts just 
over an hour. The Queen usu¬ 
ally meets around 100 people 
at each Investiture to present 
Orders, decorations and 
medals.” 

Exhausted yet? There’s 
more. 

“In the afternoons, The 
Queen often goes out on public 
engagements. Such visits re¬ 
quire meticulous planning be¬ 
forehand to meet the hosts’ 


requirements. And The Queen 
prepares for each visit by brief¬ 
ing herself on whom she will 
be meeting and what she will 
be seeing and doing. 

“The Queen carries out 
around 430 engagements, in¬ 
cluding audiences, a year, to 
meet people, open events and 
buildings, unveil plaques and 
make speeches. Such engage¬ 
ments can include visits to 
schools, hospitals, factories, 
military units, art galleries, 
sheltered accommodation for 
elderly people, hostels for the 
homeless, local community 
schemes in inner city areas, and 
other British and Common¬ 
wealth organisations. 

“The Queen may end the af¬ 
ternoon seeing a number of 
Government Ministers in a 
meeting of the Privy Council.” 

And there’s more. 

“The Queen’s working day 
does not stop at the end of the 
afternoon. Early evening may 
see a meeting with the Prime 
Minister. The Queen has a 
weekly meeting alone with the 
Prime Minister, when they are 
both in London. 

“This usually takes place on 
Wednesdays at 6.30pm. No 
written record is made of such 
meetings; neither The Queen 
nor the Prime Minister talk 
about what is discussed be¬ 
tween them, as communica¬ 
tions between The Queen and 
the Prime Minister always re¬ 
mains confidential. 

“At about 7.30pm a report of 
the day’s parliamentary pro¬ 
ceedings, written by one of the 
Government's Whips, arrives. 
The Queen always reads this 
the same evening. 

“On some evenings, The 
Queen may attend a film pre¬ 
miere, a variety of concert per¬ 
formances in aid of a charitable 
cause, or a reception linked to 
organisations of which she is 
Patron. 


“The Queen also regularly 
hosts official receptions at 
Buckingham Palace, such as 
those for the Diplomatic Corps, 
and Her Majesty may also hold 
receptions ahead of overseas 
visits. Other receptions mark 
the work of particular groups in 
the community, such as those 
recently given for members of 
the British design and music 
worlds. 

“The Queen also has numer¬ 
ous private interests, which can 
coincide with her public work, 
to complete her working day. 
As owner of private estates at 
Balmoral and Sandringham, 
The Queen and The Duke of 
Edinburgh oversee the man¬ 
agement of the estates which 
are run on a commercial basis. 
She takes a close interest in all 
aspects of estate life, particu¬ 
larly in the tenant farmers and 
employees who live and work 
on the estates. 

“This takes time and effort. 
Often, one of the last lights on 
in the Palace at night is The 
Queen finishing her ‘red box’ 
of official papers.” 

So it is little wonder that The 
Queen has been persuaded to 
give up a few of her many re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Later this year the Duchess 
of Cambridge will take over as 
patron of the All England Lawn 
Tennis & Croquet Club, which 
hosts Wimbledon, and Prince 
Harry will replace his grand¬ 
mother as patron of the Rugby 
Football Union. 

But still, at almost 90, Her 
supercharged Majesty has 
much to do. However, a royal 
source said there is no truth in 
a rumour that the makers of 
Red Bull have been attempting 
to get the Palace to allow them 
to market a new energy drink 
based on the formula of what¬ 
ever it is that remarkably keeps 
her dedicated to such a work¬ 
load. 
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Art investors taking a view on 
talented prince’s prized prints 


C ANNY art collectors 
are investing in the 
paintings of Prince 
Charles as they are set to 
make a handsome return 
when he becomes king. 

Recent news that the Prince 
of Wales has become one of 
Britain’s most successful living 
artists, with sales of prints of his 
watercolours raising a total of 
£6 million, are now driving col¬ 
lectors to snap up the remaining 
lithographs. 

Less than 20 of each of the 
limited editions of 100 signed 
prints of Charles’ studies of 
mountain ranges - Beinn a’ 
Bhuird in the Cairngorms and 
Lochnagar in the Grampians - 
are currently on sale at the 
Highgrove website. 

The remaining prints are for 
sale at the price of £2,500 - 
reckoned by art experts to be a 
bargain investment as their price 
is set to soar when they become 
not just by Prince Charles but 
by King Charles. 

Very few art collectors have a 
study by a leading royal on their 
walls and experts predict that 
due to the huge popularity of the 
Royal Family in America, when 
Charles is crowned there will be 
a big demand in the USA mar¬ 
ket for his work. 

Although only 39 of the orig¬ 
inal prints are still up for grabs 
at Highgrove, prints of at least 
six other originals are available 
through art brokers, including 
his paintings of Cym Berwyn, a 
Greek Island landscape with 
fishing boats, two studies of 
Balmoral, a landscape of Wadi 
Arkam in Saudi Arabia and an¬ 
other of the mountain range in 
Annapurna, Nepal. 

All of the brokers’ prints are 
hand-signed and the prices are 
by private application only. 

“It will come as little surprise 
to hear that these prints market 
at a very high value; collected as 
they are by the rich and famous. 
The prints themselves are ex¬ 
pected to increase in value dra¬ 
matically in years to come,” 
commented one art expert. 

The official dealers for Prince 
Charles’s work is The Belgravia 
Gallery, which sells the signed 
prints to raise money for the 
Prince of Wales’s Charitable 
Foundation. 

The prince, who is an hon¬ 
orary member of the Royal Wa¬ 
tercolour Society, began his 
interest in painting during the

1970s and 1980s when he was 
inspired by Robert Waddell, 
who had been his art teacher 
when he was a young man at 
Gordonstoun School in Scot¬ 
land. 

He later discussed technique 
with and received tuition from 
leading artists Edward Seago, 
John Ward, Bryan Organ and 
Derek Hill. 

In 1991 he published a col¬ 
lection of some of his work, 
HRH The Prince of Wales Wa¬ 
tercolours, in which he revealed 
his own humble opinion of his 
work, the rare time he spends on 
which appears to be partly-dic¬ 
tated by his bodyguards. 

He wrote: “Some of the 
sketches are, I fear, rather unfin¬ 
ished - usually because I have 
run out of time or because, in 
places like Italy or the Middle 
East, I have become embar¬ 
rassed at keeping the police 
waiting for too long!” 

But Charles need have no 
such embarrassment over the 
growing demand for his work. 
Although his Watercolours book 
is out of print, one of a special 
signed and numbered edition of 
the volume is currently on sale 


on ebay with an asking price of 
£2,750. 

Prince Charles is not the only 
member of the Royal Family to 
be a gifted artist. His brother 
Prince Andrew is a keen painter 
too, as is their father the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 

P RINCE Philip is 
considered by ex¬ 
perts to be some¬ 
thing of a significantly 
talented painter who has 
been keenly at the canvas 
since at least 1947, when 
following his marriage to 
the then Princess Elizabeth 
he was given his first paint¬ 
box and easel by the artist 
Denys Dawnay as a wed¬ 
ding present. 

He too has been greatly influ¬ 
enced by the work of Edward 
Seago and the pair painted to¬ 
gether when they sailed on 
HMS Britannia in the Fifties. 

Seago’s influence can be seen 
in Prince Philip’s 1965 painting 
of The Queen reading the news 
over breakfast table at Windsor 
Castle, reckoned to be the best 


informal study ever painted of 
Her Majesty. 

When it was first published 
five years ago in a book of royal 
artwork by the Royal Collection 
Trust it won immediate acclaim 
the art world. 

“I think it's a really good 
painting, it's a got a real quality 
to it - it seems such a private 
moment, the Queen sitting hav¬ 
ing her breakfast, she could be 
anybody,” said Jennifer Scott, 
assistant curator of paintings at 
the Royal Collection. 

Robin Simon, editor of The 
British Art Journal, said at the 
time, “'This is a delightful paint¬ 
ing, well up to the Duke's usual 
high standard.” 

He added: “He comes from a 
long line of royal artists of real 
accomplishment. His father 
Prince Andrew of Greece like 
his son Prince Charles, could 
easily have made a career in the 
fine arts if they were not other¬ 
wise engaged. 

“This particular painting fits 
into the tradition the 'conversa¬ 
tion piece', a British tradition of 
showing people small scale in 
moments of informality, often 
within very grand interiors. 


“He alludes to the Queen's 
love of horses by showing two 
of her great paintings by George 
Stubbs in the background, Sol¬ 
diers of the Light Dragoons and 
The Prince of Wales's Phaeton”. 

However, perhaps the finest 
royal painter was Queen 
Alexandra, consort of King Ed¬ 
ward VII. A couple of years ago, 
39 of Queen Alexandra’s 
sketches and paintings were re¬ 
vealed in an exhibition of royal 
artists past and present at Wind¬ 
sor Castle. 

Experts agree that her de¬ 
tailed landscapes and seascapes 
are definitely worth collecting - 
was it not for the fact that royal 
originals never come on the 
market. Was that not the case, 
heavens knows what asking 
price a New York art dealer 
would put on the rarest of royal 
art - a linocut from the mid-30s, 
entitled The Circus, of a well- 
studied rearing horse in a circus 
ring. 

Only ever shown in public 
once, during the exhibition at 
Windsor, it is signed Elizabeth 
Of York, as Her Majesty was 
known before she became 
Queen.

95 in June but Duke shows no sign of stopping 


ALTHOUGH he will cele¬ 
brate his 95th birthday this 
June, the remarkably-inde- 
fatigable Duke of Edinburgh 
is showing not the slightest in¬ 
terest in easing up on his 
workload. 

Buckingham Palace has re¬ 
vealed that Prince Philip’s 
diary for next month is as 
busy as usual, with him taking 


on at least 16 public engage¬ 
ments in 20 days - these on 
top of his commitments to 
some 800 organisations as 
their royal patron or presi¬ 
dent. 

On one day, March 3, the 
busy Duke will be darting 
across London to fit in three 
engagements alone; from a 
lunch for the Wildscreen asso¬ 


ciation at Buckingham Palace 
to a do for the Royal Thames 
Yacht Club and then onto an¬ 
other busy reception for the 
opening of a new exhibition at 
the National Maritime Mu¬ 
seum in Greenwich. 

Many of his public engage¬ 
ments also require the Duke to 
make a speech and although 
that would be taxing too for 


some others of his age, he ap¬ 
pears unfazed by the de¬ 
mands. 

“During his public life The 
Duke has been called upon to 
make a great many of public 
speeches and lectures. The es¬ 
timate is 5,000, an average of 
8 a month,” said the Palace, 
“His collected speeches cover 
over a yard of shelf space.”

G UITAR players are in for a 
treat - and a lesson - next 
month when Robbie 
McIntosh, the axeman reckoned to be 
Britain’s best “guitarist’s guitarist”, 
makes a rare home town appearance 
at The Half Moon in Putney. 

Robbie, rated by stars including 
Paul McCartney, John Mayer, 

Chrissie Hynde and Norah Jones to 
be among the finest players in the 
world, will be performing for one 
night only at West London’s premier 
venue, on Saturday, March 19.

SIR Ian McKellen is to play a London 
tour guide later this year as he takes 
Shakespeare fans around the city to 
look at the various locations used in 
his 1995 film version of Richard III, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The 76-year-old’s new role was 
announced at the launch of the British 
Film Institute’s Shakespeare on Film 
season. His 1995 film adaptation of 
Richard III, which also boasted a 
plethora of stars, including Dame 
Maggie Smith and Jim Broadbent, 


was filmed on location around the 
capital in some of the its most iconic 
buildings. On the suggestion of Sir 
Ian, the BFI will also organise a bus 
tour of the film’s locations including 
Hackney gas towers, Battersea power 
station and what is now the Tate 
Modem. Sir Ian himself will be the 
tour guide, although possibly only on 
one occasion. 

BFI head curator Robin Baker said 
it was likely to be the most 
oversubscribed event the BFI had ever 


organised. Sir Ian, who has been twice 
nominated for an Academy Award but 
has yet to win, also weighed into the 
debacle surrounding the Oscars, 
which acclaimed director Spike Lee 
has dubbed as having ‘no flava’. Lee 
is boycotting this year’s ceremony and 
Sir Ian expressed sympathy with 
black actors angry they were “being 
ill-treated and underestimated,” but 
said the issue was a wider one. 

“No openly gay man has ever won 
the Oscar; I wonder if that is prejudice 


or chance,” he said. 

Commenting on the fact that 
straight men Tom Hanks, Philip 
Seymour Hoffman and Sean Penn 
have all won best actor Oscars for 
playing gay men, he said: “How 
clever, how clever,” and added: “What 
about giving me one for playing a 
straight man? My speech has been in 
two jackets - ‘I’m proud to be the first 
openly gay man to win the Oscar.’

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T HE rock and roll equivalent of 
the Grand National field has 
opened up for the potential 
runners to be headlining this year’s 
Glastonbury - with Texas rockers ZZ 
Top leading the festival field and 
Miley Cyrus as an outsider.

It is disputable whether Eavis will 
get backing for his generosity from 
the more than 135,000 who last year 
signed a petition for Kayne West not 
to appear, with the protest claiming 
“Kanye West is an insult to music 
fans all over the world. We spend 
hundreds of pounds to attend Glasto, 
and by doing so, expect a certain 
level of entertainment”. 

However, there are still many other 
contenders for the top slot on the 
Pyramid Stage and the pick of any of 
them should keep the Glasto stalwarts 
happy. 

According to sources in Holland, 
who claim to have seen the still- 
secret bill, the headline favourites are 
ZZ Top. 

Fans of the bearded band were 
excited to learn that ZZ Top were 
Glasto-bound after a statement 
appeared on their website, 
announcing “ZZ Top comes in June 
and July 2016 for 20 concerts which 
are all part of their new roadshow to 
Europe. The Hell Raisers Tour kicks 
off in Birmingham to travel further 
then to the renowned Glastonbury 
Festival in Pilton.” 

But the post has since been deleted 
from the band’s site. 

Other bands in the running this 
year include The Who, Radiohead, 
Guns N’ Roses, The Stone Roses 
and, going for their fourth crack 
at storming Worthy Farm, 

Coldplay. 

The Foo Fighters are also 
favourites, not least as they 
had to pull out last year after 
frontman Dave Grohl broke 
his leg.

AC/DC are said to be keen to 
headline, but say they have not been 
invited, and another possible is Sir 
Elton John. Elton was recently 
quizzed by the BBC on whether 
he would consider the gig and 
replied, “I’ve never been asked, 
so I can’t answer that question 
until they ask me.” 

Others in the hat include 
Blur, Queen, Muse and, 
although both of them have 
announced they are taking 


the year off from live gigs, Ed 
Sheeran and Taylor Swift. Rihanna is 
also in the frame since eagle-eyed 
fans noticed that the itinerary for her 
new world tour has a break in it for 
the weekend of Glastonbury. 

One act that is definitely confirmed 
is Jeff Lynne’s ELO, who will 
perform in the festival’s now highly- 
regarded Sunday afternoon “legends 
slot”, which in recent years has seen 
massive crowds drawn to watch 
Dolly Parton and Lionel Richie. 

Now a whole new guessing game 
can start over whether Jeff Lynne’s 
set might include guest star 
appearances from his surviving 
Traveling Wilburys mates, Tom Petty 
and Bob Dylan.

Beeb bosses turn to Fowles’ classic for next period drama 


T HE BBC is in talks with a major 
Hollywood studio for another 
hotted-up remake of a classic 
period drama, already dubbed "The 
French Lieutenant's Wolf-Whistle" 
because of its pin-up potential cast. 

Following the success of BBC1 's 
raunchy remake of War And Peace TV 
chiefs are looking to give the Phwoar 
And Peace treatment to a new version 
of John Fowles' novel, which was 
adapted for the big screen in 1981 by 
Harold Pinter. 

Although Robert Redford and Fowles' 
choice of Helen Mirren were considered 


for the lead roles in the original French 
Lieutenant's Woman, it was Jeremy Irons 
and Meryl Streep who won the parts in 
the 19th century love story, which was 
filmed in the Dorset seaside town of 
Lyme Regis, where Streep famously 
stood on the Cobb harbour wall, staring 
longingly out to sea as she pined for 
the return of her French lover. 

Now TV executives are keen to cash 
in on the huge following for hunky 
Aidan Turner, the star of the new 
Poldark series, with hopes that he will 
take Irons' part as the gentleman 
palaeontologist Charles Smithson. 


In the Victorian story, Charles falls in 
love with the troubled Sarah Woodruff, 
an enigmatic outcast whom he meets 
while visiting his bride-to-be Ernestina 
in Lyme Regis. The fossil-hunter and 
French officer's spurned lover meet 
secretly on the grassy cliffs overlooking 
the town and fall into a passionate 
affair. 

Producers are said to have their eye 
on Games Of Thrones star Natalie 
Dormer, who spiced up The Tudors as 
the screen's sexiest Anne Boleyn, as 
Ernestina, and Downton Abbey and War 
And Peace star Lily James recreating 


Streep's role as the tragic heroine. 

"The current plan is to remake The 
French Lieutenant's Woman as a four or 
five-hour TV series in a co-production 
between the BBC and a major 
Hollywood studio,"said an insider. 

"But the new version would be much 
hotter than the original movie, which 
didn't have many love scenes.The 
remake would be more on the lines of 
the new War And Peace because that 
sexed-up adaptation is proving to be a 
big hit with viewers. A combination of 
Aidan, Lily and Natalie would set the 
tragic love triangle on fire, although 


there are bound to be other top 
actresses who would fight for the part. 
One big name who has also been 
mentioned for the title role is Nicole 
Kidman, she could make an Oscar- 
winning performance of the part." 

However, there could be obstacles to 
the plan. When the original movie was 
made many of the old shops and 
buildings in Lyme Regis were 
effortlessly transformed back in time to 
Victorian days, but that may not be so 
easy for set designers now as a number 
of the old shops have been replaced 
with High Street chains.

She might be all about the 
deliciousness, but Ella Woodward 
is keen to avoid being a diet 
dictator. As her second book is 
released, the blogger-turned- 
bestselling-recipe-writer tells 
Keeley Bolger about wedding 
plans, working with her fiance and 
why food guilt should be banished 

A FTER a whirlwind year, 
which saw her first book be¬ 
come the UK’s biggest-sell- 
ing debut cookbook of all time, 
health blogger Ella Woodward 
could be forgiven for having a bit 
of time off. 

But this 24-year-old isn’t one for 
thumb-twiddling. Her follow-up 
book - Deliciously Ella Every 
Day - has just hit the shelves (and 
a third is already in the pipeline), 
plus there’s a new venture - The 
Mae Deli in London, which she 
runs with her fiance - and cookery 
classes to teach, a new modelling 
campaign for Amanda Wakeley, 
and her ongoing training to be¬ 
come a nutritionist. 

“It’s good,” she says with a 
laugh. “There’s a lot going on, but 
it feels like a really exciting time.” 

Another of those exciting things 
is her forthcoming marriage, to 
Tessa Jowell’s son Matthew Mills. 
They got together last year and 
enjoy a happy working relationship 
as well as romantic one. 

“It is really nice,” says Wood¬ 
ward, of teaming up with her beau 
for The Mae Deli, “because up 
until now, everything I’ve done, 
I’ve worked on my own. I do love 
it, and I’ve got girls in the office 
who help me, but it is all me. 

“With everything that has hap¬ 
pened with Deliciously Ella, it’s 
been amazing, and obviously all 
your friends and family will be ex¬ 
cited for you, but I don’t know if 
it’s quite the same. There’s some-

thing nice about when you start 
something together, when you 
share in the excitement. We’re both 
really excited by the same things, 
and you’ve got someone to bounce 
ideas off all the time.” 

She says they’re planning to 
have a “really small wedding” 
later this year.

Much as they’ll give the cook¬ 
ing a wide berth on the big day, 
crossover was an inevitability.

“We were doing recipes recently 
for the deli and I was like, ‘Oh my 
God, this one could be our wed¬ 
ding cake’, and I was so excited by 
it,” she reveals with a laugh. 

Like her deli, books - and pre¬ 
sumably her wedding cake too - 
Woodward has built her reputation 
on the idea that, with a few clever 
ingredient swaps, healthy eating 
needn’t mean fussy and boring eat¬ 
ing. 

It’s been a steep learning curve 
for the former ‘sugar monster’. In¬ 
deed, just five years ago, Wood¬ 
ward radically changed her diet 
when her health was on the wane, 
leaving the then 19-year-old model 
and history of art student bed-rid¬ 
den for up to 16 hours a day, un¬ 
able to risk a short stroll without 
suffering heavy heart palpitations 
and chronic pain. 

Eventually diagnosed with pos¬ 
tural tachycardia syndrome 
(PoTS), a potentially debilitating 
condition which affects the auto¬ 
nomic nervous system, she found 
that traditional treatments only 
went so far, and so she looked to 
her diet for answers. 

She admits she’d rarely cooked 
before that point, but gradually, she 
overhauled her diet, cutting out 
meat, dairy, sugar and processed 
food. Soon she felt much better, 
and began documenting her culi¬ 
nary experiments on her blog. 

Today, her subscribers are in ex¬ 
cess of 60,000, in addition to her 
715,000 Instagram followers and 
85,000 Twitter fans. And much as 
the regime works well for her and 
her devotees, she is keen to avoid 
guilt-mongering others into fol¬ 
lowing her food path. 

“I don’t particularly like the con¬ 
cept of a guilty pleasure,” says 
Woodward. “Be forgiving of your¬ 
self.”

Neck of pork 
cooked in sake 

Serves four 

OST good butchers should be able to cut 
you neck of pork fillet, which normally 
gets cut into chops or minced. If they can’t 
do neck fillet, then the next best thing would be 
cheek or a single shoulder muscle. 

Ingredients 

500-600g neck of pork, cut into 4-5cm chunks 
ltbsp vegetable oil 
60g butter 

2 medium onions, peeled, halved and roughly 
chopped 

60g root ginger, scraped and chopped 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

30g flour, plus some for dusting 

2tbsp light soy sauce 

250ml sake 

lltr chicken stock 

To serve 

8 medium-sized spring onions, trimmed 
A few sprigs of coriander 

Method 

Season and lightly flour the pork. Heat a frying 
pan with a tablespoon or so of vegetable oil and fry 
the meat on a high heat for a few minutes, 
browning them on all sides, then drain on kitchen 
paper. 

Meanwhile, melt the butter in a heavy-based 
saucepan and gently cook the onion and ginger for 
2-3 minutes until soft; then add the flour and cook 
on a low heat for a minute, gradually adding the 
sake, soy and stock, stirring carefully to avoid 
lumps forming; bring to the boil, add the pork, 
season and simmer gently for about \-\Vi hours or 
until the pork is tender. 

Neck of pork cooked in sake (Jason Lowe) 

The sauce should have reduced and thickened 
by now. If not, remove the pork and simmer the 
sauce until it’s thickened, then strain the sauce into 
a clean pan, return the pork and gently reheat. 

Cut the spring onions into 3-4cm lozenges and 
blanch in boiling salted water for 30 seconds and 
drain. 

Serve in a warmed sharing dish or individual 
plates scattered with the spring onions and a few 
sprigs of coriander.

This is the actor’s first role 
in a play for over ten years, 
and he’s relishing the reaction 
from audiences, which with 
this kind of fast-paced comedy, 
become quite an integral part 
of the pace of the production.

Sloane Square’s Cadogan 
Hall, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

Britain’s Queen of Swing, 
Clare Teal will celebrate Valen¬ 
tine’s Day at the illustrious 
concert hall with an evening 
dedicated to the music of her 
heroines, the leading lights of 
the jazz and big band world - 
Ella Fitzgerald, Peggy Lee, 
Judy Garland and Doris Day. 

The singer, who also pres¬ 
ents BBC Radio 2’s Sunday 
Night at 10 and Big Band Spe¬ 
cial, has become well known 
for her gloriously mellow vo¬ 
cals and along with her band, 
led by Jason Rebello, will 
again bring an uplifting reper¬ 
toire of music to the venue. I 
caught up with Clare at her 
West Country home where she 
talked about the importance of 
Cadogan Hall for her new big 
band show and her plans for a 
new album. 

“It’s a fantastic venue for our 
kind of music, that kind of big 
band nature with all the stan¬ 
dards of the great American 
songbook. Every year we go 
there and we take a new show 
for the year. This year I’m ac¬ 
tually gearing up to make a 
record which will be with the 


Halle Orchestra and is recorded 
just a few weeks after our con¬ 
cert. It’s a collection of some 
very, very beautiful songs by 
writers like Cole Porter. Then 
there’s a bit of Van Morrison, 
Leonard Coen and all sorts of 
things. Some very well known 
and some not so well known 
and some originals as well.” 

Clare is known for taking 
contemporary tunes and giving 
them an infectious jazz flavour, 
with songs like Snow Patrol’s 
Chasing Cars receiving an up¬ 
lifting blues feel. The musi¬ 
cian, who originally studied 
clarinet before discovering she 
had a talent for singing, signed 
the biggest-ever recording con¬ 
tract by a British jazz singer 
when she cut a deal with Sony 
in 2004. 

With such success comes 
adulation and the 950-seat 
Cadogan Hall provides the per¬ 
fect atmosphere for the per¬ 
former and her ensemble, with 
an unusually intimate feel, de¬ 
spite the fairly large audito¬ 
rium. 

“When we do the show it’s 
sort of an extension of our fam¬ 
ily. The Hollywood orchestra, 
including the strings, means 
there are about 18 of us on 
stage. It’s quite a big band but 
it’s about getting across every¬ 
body’s personality so that the 
audience are a part of us and 
we’re a part of them. It’s like

music that we’re playing but 
also the people who are play¬ 
ing it. I think that makes for a 
really cosy and heart-warming 
evening out. It’s just a really 
special venue. It’s very open so 
you feel like you can reach 
everybody. It’s a pretty magical 
place.” 

Teal has been part of the 
BBC Radio 2 family since 
2005 and often fronts the pop¬ 
ular Friday Night Is Music 
Night. Her regular show, how¬ 
ever, is on a Sunday night, and 
after the unexpected death of 
the station’s legendary stalwart 
Sir Terry Wogan last week, 
Clare found New Broadcasting 
House to be a very sombre 
place. 

“It was really sad. It was re¬ 
ally hard, I mean, he was such 
a massive part of the place. 
That’s the beauty of doing a 
live show. Everybody just 
wanted to talk about him and 
even though we’re a specialist 
music show, it doesn’t matter 
because you can talk about 
whatever you like and still play 
those records because they’re 
kind of pop songs of a different 
era and they’re very accessible. 
They can prick people’s emo¬ 
tions at the best of times but 
there was just such a lot of love 
for him. 

“I was lucky to have worked 
with him a few times. One time 
I remember, for Children in 
Need, going on a Togs cruise 
and that was hilarious. He was 
very generous and very giving. 
I don’t know many people who 
would take time out to go on a 
cruise with their dedicated fol¬ 
lowers, but he never made it 
feel like that. It was just always 
a laugh. A very funny man.”

Wogan loved many of the 
stars who form the playlist for 
Clare’s programme, so the pre¬ 
senter paid special tribute to 
him on her show. 

“He loved Peggy Lee, Frank 
Sinatra and Ella Fitzgerald. We 
played a few of his favourite 
songs and just chatted about 
what a legend we’d lost really.” 

Many of Sir Terry’s 
favourites are also the artists 
that influenced Teal as she 
grew up. She attributes the 


great band leader Glen Miller 
and American jazz singer 
Fitzgerald as her main influ¬ 
ences during the formative 
years of her musical education.

I just think she’s still the most 
influential singer I’ve ever 
heard. 

“That overriding sense of 
joy that she put across, that re¬ 
ally charged me up. That’s 
what I’d like our band to do. 
Make people feel really glad 
and go away with a whacking 
great smile on their face.”

(d) only vehicles displaying a valid resident’s parking permit or an valid 
contractor’s parking permit or a Sulivan Court business permit or an 
activated SMART Visitor permit relating to the Sulivan Court Estate 
would be permitted to park in a permit holders parking bay; 

(f) resident’s parking permits and SMART visitor’s parking permits to be 
issued only to eligible residents of the Sulivan Court Estate; 

(g) resident’s permits would only be issued to residents who can show that 
their vehicle is registered as kept at their home address on the Sulivan 
Court Estate; 

(h) A motorcycle, may be left in a parking bay free of charge, provided the 
use of that part of the parking place is not closed or reserved by order of 
the Council; 

(i) where a parking bay is indicated as being for the use of a disabled 
person’s vehicle, only a vehicle displaying a disabled person’s blue 
badge may be left in that parking bay. 

(j) where a bay is indicated as being for the use of loading only, a vehicle

for Hasselbaink since he 
took over in December. 

El Khayati - a 
£350,000 deadline-day 
signing from 
Hasselbaink's former 
club Burton Albion - 
has been tipped to 


flourish in the 
rebuilding process 
currently underway at 
Loftus Road, with 
chairman Tony 
Fernandes even going as 
far as hailing “the new 
QPR” on Twitter after 
Saturday's win. 

“It was a good cross 
and the win was very 
satisfying,” Hasselbaink 
said. “Nasser was 
available and I thought 
he would give us 
something we didn’t 
have and that’s why I 
took him here - and 
there are others we are 
monitoring. 


“It’s about making this 
club healthy and bringing 
the normality of the club 
back. We have to do that 
at QPR. 

“Behind the scenes, 
(director of football) Les 
Ferdinand and the scouts 
are always on the 
lookout, because we want 
to bring that normality 
back to QPR.” 

Satisfying 

Phillips’ goal - his sixth 
of the season - came 
after Ipswich goalkeeper 
Bartosz Bialkowski had 
denied the hosts with a 
number of saves, and the 
QPR boss said: “To win 
overall is satisfying, and 
obviously at home, yes. 

“When you see the first 
half and you go in 0-0 at 


half-time, you’ve done 
yourself an injustice. 

“But I think we kept 
being positive, kept 
plugging away, kept 
going and kept having 
the tmst that we would 
score the goal we 
deserved.” 

El Khayati was 
delighted to make a 
winning start to life at 
Loftus Road but admits 
he will take time to 
settle into his new 
surroundings.

Cesar: Terry will 
give everything 


■ CHELSEA defender Cesar 
Azpilicueta insists that John Terry 
will continue to give his all for the 
club despite the stand-off over his 
contract situation. 

The Blues captain has admitted that 
communication with the Stamford 
Bridge hierarchy has broken down but, 
with fellow central defender Kurt 
Zouma set for a lengthy injury lay-off, 
Terry’s importance to the team could 
become even more crucial for the rest 
of the season and Azpilicueta insists he 
won’t let anyone down. 

“It’s a situation between him and the 
club,” said the Spaniard. “I don't know 
what’s happening. 

“For me, I see no difference in the 
way he’s performing on the pitch, the 
way he’s playing and he is giving 
everything for the team as always.” 

Contender 

Meanwhile, Juventus general 
manager Beppe Marotta has insisted 
that coach Massimiliano Allegri will be 
staying at the club this summer and 
won’t be moving to Chelsea. 

The Blues, who currently have 
interim manager Guus Hiddink in 
charge, are on the lookout for a new 
boss this summer, with Allegri thought 
to be high on their list of contenders. 

However, Marotta has dismissed 
rumours that the former AC Milan 
coach will swap Turin for London. 

“We have a great rapport with 
Allegri,” he said. “Now the crucial 
moment of the season is coming up, so 
we should focus on that. 

“In any case, contracts are not as 
important as the rapport between 
people. With Allegri the conditions are 


all there to continue. The team is doing 
well and improving a great deal.” 

While Chelsea’s first team continue 
with their endeavour to steer clear of 
relegation, the club’s youngsters 
continue to flourish. 

The under-18s need just one point 
from Saturday's home game against 
Arsenal to win the Premier League 
South title following a hard-fought 
home 1-0 victory over Fulham at the 
Cobham training ground last Friday 
thanks to Miro Muheim's strike. 

Under-18 manager Joe Edwards said: 
“We won the toss and decided to switch 
ends so we had the wind with us in the 
first half, with the aim being to really 
impose ourselves on the game from the 
off.

Of the stalemate with

As London Weekly News went to press on Monday, 
Chelsea were anxiously awaiting the result of a scan 
on the injury, but Hiddink admitted that the early signs 
didn’t look good.

Jokanovic stays positive 


S LAVISA JOKANOVIC goes into this 
weekend's west London derby at QPR 
still searching for a first victory as 
Fulham boss but insists his team are making 
positive steps in their bid to avoid 
relegation. 

The Whites had to settle for a point against 
promotion chasers Derby County at Craven 
Cottage on Saturday, when Craig Bryson's 
stunning volley cancelled out an own goal by 
Rams defender Marcus Olsson, and in the end 
the hosts had goalkeeper Andy Lonergan to 
thank for preventing a defeat. 

Improving 

The draw leaves Fulham four points above the 
drop zone in 19th place and, after a run of five 
Championship matches without a win since 
taking over at the turn of the year, the Serb 
knows he must start turning performances into 
results. 

"In my opinion we are improving - we are 
difficult to deal with,"said Jokanovic. "I cannot 
be happy if we don't win the game. I am a 
football coach. 



"But we competed all game and tried to hold 
on to possession of the ball. We started to be 
brave and play some football. 

"This is part of football, this is part of the life," 
he added. "We keep going and I believe we're 
going to find my first victory in the next game 
against QPR. 

"I believe the whole football club - the staff, 
the fans, the players - have been trying to help 
me adapt since the first game. I need to 
continue to be positive and believe that our first 
victory is going to arrive." 

Midfielder Tom Cairney agrees with Jokanovic 
that Fulham are continuing to improve but 
admits the failure to come out on top after 
taking an early lead at a windy Craven Cottage 
on Saturday was tough to take. 

"It was a bad feeling to concede just before 
half-time,"said the 25-year-old."We hadn't 
played our best football of the season in the 
first half but everyone had put a shift in and for 
them to equalise a minute before the break was 
a killer. 

"The conditions made it really tough. First half,

Difficult 

Sunday’s draw leaves Chelsea 13th in the Premier 
League table, 16 points behind fourth-placed 
Manchester City, and their slim chances of climbing 
the table to qualify for next season’s Champions 
League now look dead and buried. Hiddink is 
pragmatic but still holds out hope. 

“I have said before when we were one point from the 
relegation zone our target was fourth place. But I also 
said that we have to start winning. Of course we are 
unbeaten (since I arrived) but we need victories. 

“Considering that, we have had too many draws. To 
get to fourth place is difficult now. I have not 
calculated it, it might still be mathematically possible 
but then we must start winning again.” 

Chelsea might have taken the lead on the stroke of 
half time against United when Terry’s goal-bound shot 
was handled by Danny Blind. 

Hiddink said: “It was a clear penalty. Instinctively 
the players reacted as if it was. If one player reacts you 
can say no, but the collective reaction of the players 
might mean that it was. Some referees would give it, 
some would deny the penalty.” 

Terry was even more certain: “It was going in I think. 
He’s put his hands up...they’re difficult ones for the 
referee, inside the box. It’s going in, it’s got to be a 
penalty for me.” 

After Newcastle’s visit on Saturday, Chelsea return 
to European action in the knockout stages of the 
Champions League on Tuesday, with a visit to French 
league leaders Paris St Germain in the first leg of the 
last 16, and Hiddink is expecting a difficult encounter. 

“If you look at their league position, you can see that 
they are a long time unbeaten, which shows how 
strong they are. They kicked Chelsea out last season, 
so they must be considered favourites.” 

Meanwhile, Chelsea’s FA Cup fifth round tie against 
Manchester City at Stamford Bridge has been selected 
as a live televised clash by the BBC on Sunday, 
February 21, kicking off at 4pm.
